Well, if 
there are five or ten cars planted at strategic points 
and one of our officials goes to the sheriff and tells 
him, now sheriff, we're not here to cause any trouble, 
break any laws or agitate anybody, but if there is trouble, 
we've got this car, this car, this here, there're all 
well trained in riot control, at your disposal. You give 
me the command or you give that man the command they’ll 
8top it for ya. Your men is goin to be dead, but we'll 
stop it for ya. That will hold them until the National 
Guard or your local state police officers get on the scene. 
From personal experience I've seen em. First they start 
marching on our school board and then they got to where 
they come in in cars 5 and 10 carloads of em from all 
different directions. Boy, if, don't say if again, we hope 
it's not goin to happen, but if they should take that 
tactic going to attack for riot, to really destroy, man it 
wouldn't take but 25 niggers to destroy the whole town of 
Jonesboro, using those tactics. No, the thing is to form 
a line of defense, in other words, for our people, own 
people's lives, to get them out of the Immediate area, get 
em located, well in the case of my hometown, we'd probably 
take em down to the swamp area. We'd set up medical 
supplies and set up and set up food supplies and men would 
be in camouflage uniforms to defend those kids and wives 
of ours down there until all this was cleared up, back home 
and then we could bring em out. 

And finally enter into politics, elect people 
to office that believe in the Constitution of these U.S. 
as our forefathers planned it for us. Now there again we 
go back to that f amous mpn out in nallas. He says that 
the south,~5TT"Of- America are goin to have to get together. 
That we're going to have to elect peoplep frnm the gras s 

roots Just like the Ku Klux Klan elected!_ p nd 

several other people. That when they get to Washington 
they know what their there for before they go. And at 
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the right time when they get ready to abolish those laws, 
the oivil rights law, there won't be any conflict, there 
won't be any voice from the south like RUSSELL LONG selling 
his vdte to the liberals. Those beys are standing pat 
for their folks back r They'll vote the right way 
and the law will be abolished, and a nan told se it was 
going to take them 5 to 10 years and it was going to be 
lucky at that because it took 11 during the reconstruction 
period. Stand up and teach also for personal rights 
against mass marching and mob action. Well, if we are 
true red-blooded Americans we just naturally goin to do 
\ that. Let 4t be knows that the people of t he American

Now 
if you people se* fig on this deal and see that l.t ♦ili go 
and yoti want to start it rolling, then this group hers will 
make up the cabinet. It will be the beginning of the cabinet. 

Aid the poor and afflicted and I saw this happen 
at Christmas time, these poor families who can{t afford it. 

I saw the kids' eyes light up when they saw a basket of 
fruit sitting on the front porch and don't know where it coae 
from. It's heartwarming to see. Keep first in mind and htart 
that God Almighty alone is creator and savior and ruler of 
this earth so help me God. Now this is jqst a crude way of 
drawing up some of the dings that we believe in. 


In other w#rds the way the klan has opsratsd, hereto¬ 
fore Its been kind of crude, the main gist of this is an or¬ 
ganization of Royal Rangers , that ran ha.polltir.al Or military. 
either way. Now. the klan was all right, if you was really 
in it and knew the Inner most functions of it and they way 
it should have operated. But lt/sjgot out of hand aa&J.t 
brought Washington dow n ori ~ua~. Now Th* klan had a good name 
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expect it still has cause in Louisiana we have not tore 
up nothing yet, we havn't committed any atrocities. But 
still in all they're down here, they're looking, they 
want to see, even that write up that I got. I wish you 
could see the fan mail that 1 get. My wife saved 65 
letters. 

I've got some good ones. But we've got a thing 
here that I know will work and will operate. It's not 
a money making scheme at all. It will have to be self- 
sufficient. It’ll have to have a cabinet organized. 

It'll have to have an aide with a body to start. It'll 
have to have a finance committee. It’ll have to have 
an executiv e committ ee. It'll have to have an Intelligence 
committee, f l and I wa nted to put this in effect 

3 years ago or 2 years ago. 1 I how long has it been, 

but we said well, no, If we do that, it's liable to tear 
up the klan and we loved the klan so much that we wouldn't 
bring it, try to bring it into effect. But now is the 
time to bring this into effect because half of the klan 
will want to come into it, but we can start it. I 

I the other day and he came to me and he said 
it's time to start. He said I talked with I 
er day, the last 4th of July and we was talking 1 
about it, said it's a mighty good plan and we need some¬ 
thing like that, something we men can stay together, have 
a central headquarters, let it grow throughout the state, 
we don't care. We can get men to get donations to operate. 
All we'll want is just enough coming in off initiations 
to buy our little old literature or to pay expenses on 
somebody traveling if they have to. 


That was one of the differences. ! _[ 

in the klan, you see whether you all knew or not, the Klan 
basically depended on its membership for its funds. Well 
in this particular deal here anything that's legal or not 
immoral we'll accept it. For instance back home, one 
gentleman there wasn't even in the klan wanted to donate 
$5,000.00 because he knew what it was for, knew what it repre¬ 
sented, and it was just no strings: attached, he wanted 
to give it to us and we couldn't accept it because it 
was wrote up that way on the constitution. And whether 
he explained to ya or not this is what happened. There 
was bidding of power in our particular outfit, there was 
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three of them and they got out and went one place to another 
making accusations and we worded the regulations to where 
nobody would have full power 1 that would lie within the 
cabinet and if you will 4 I'11’read ya the regulations here 
Just Bort of roughly brought this up of course if you 
gentlemen want to go through this, why we'll all get 
together at a later tine and sit down and reword it because 
I think y'll are much more Intelligent than I am and you 
can probably reword it in such a way that it will soundi 
halfway right, whereas I havn't. 1. Article #1, To keep 
personal appearance, physical and moral standards at 
highest peak. Be prone to obey all official orders, 
render hand salute to officers and flags, in other words 
goIn to operate this about like the military servi ce.

NATIONAL ED KLUX KUN, also known as 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
National Grand Council of the Knights 
of the KU Klux Klan, National Knights 
of the Bu Klux Elan* Majority Citizens 
League 


A source advised that oh May 22, i 960 , the National* 
Grand Council of the' Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at 
Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the klans 
unity of effort and activities, to establish a National 
Fund and a National secretary and to design a new flag. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federa¬ 
tion of KU Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas 
Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knights pf the KU Klux Klan, FlorJ 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux ]Q.an, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the KU Klux Klan, Tennessee; 
and Hyksos Klan, Texas* 

This source advised that a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, i 960 , at which the 
North Carolina and Texas klans wefe not represented, it 
was resolved and passed that t^eir name be changed to 
National KU Klux Klan; 

This source also advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Savannah, Georgia, Octbber 3, i 960 , it was * 
reaolved and passed that In any future meetings of this 
group the name "Majority Citizens League" was to be used. 


A second source advised that at a National KLonklave 
meeting at Texarkana, Texas, on February 11-12, 1961 , a 
motion was carried that there were to be at least Blx 
national meetings a year to be hejld any time from one 
week to twelve weeks after the last meeting. The time 
and meeting place were to be decided by the newly-elected 
chairman. This second source als[o advised that at each 
meeting a pew chairman and acting secretary were to be 
elected to serve at the next meeting. A national secretary 
had not been appointed. 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLAKS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, show that this Klam organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According 
to the source, the split resulted from a leadership 
dispute and United Klans has the same alms and 
objectives as the parent group. These are the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the 
races. 


The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1861, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston 
Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Vizard, and is the 
dominant Klan group in the South with units in several 
southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised 
that the organization formerly known as United Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be 
known in the future as United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The second source said 
the name was changed by a resolution adopted at the 
National Klonvocatlon held July 8, 1961, at Indian 
Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of 
the Klaverns of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
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A third source advised that at a national 
meeting on November 11-12, 1961, United Klans of 
America, Inc. (UK) was invited to meet with NKKK and 
it was agreed they would meet together, but there 
was no talk of consolidation. 

This third source further advised that as 
of the national meeting on Kay 5-6, 1962, no national 
fund, headquarters or secretary had been established 
and no plans had apparently been made to do so. A 
temporary chairman and acting secretary were to be 
appointed for each meeting. The name "Majority 
Citizens League" was not being used in connection 
with meetings.

OKKKK occurred. Houston Morris and Robert Fuller led the split 
and formed the Original Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., according 
to the source.
